Man beaten 
up in his 
own home 
by burglars 


A MAN was beaten unconscious 
in his own home in 
Skelmersdale by a gang of 
burglars. 

The gang of three masked 
intruders were armed with bats 
and knives as they entered the 
rear of a house on Beechtrees 
shortly before 12.45pm on 
Tuesday, November 2. 

They demanded that the vic- 
tim hand over cash and then 
assaulted him. 

The three men then searched 
the property, stealing cash and 
a watch from the victim's wrist. 

The gang were all dressed in 
black and wore face coverings. 

DC Kieran Helps from 
Skelmersdale Police said: *This 
must have been a terrifying 
ordeal for the victim, who was 
not only assaulted but was 
knocked out to the point of 
unconsciousness in his own 
home where he should be most 
safe. 

*We need anyone who saw 
the people involved or knows 
what happened to get in 
touch."

IN COLD FOR HOURS" AS 


MP slams ‘failing’ NWAS 
after elderly man fell and 
then had to be taken to 
hospital by a neighbour

AN 88-year-old man who fell and injured his 
head in Parbold was left to lie in the road for 
more than two hours in the cold and rain waiting 
for an ambulance which never arrived, and in 
the end had to be taken to hospital in a neigh- 
bour's car. 

MP Rosie Cooper MP said she was "outraged at the 
appalling service being delivered by the North West

ent by concerned residents. 

The incident happened on East Dene in the village at 
around 2pm on the afternoon of Friday, November 5. 

Residents called an ambulance but when none turned 
up after two hours they contacted the MP's office to see 
if they could help. 

Her staff rang the NWAS to try and speed things up 
but after the man had been attended to by a local doc- 
tor, a neighbour decided to take the man to hospital 
rather than carrying on waiting for an ambulance. 


NO AMBULANCE 


The MP said it was "appalling" that the man had to be 
triaged by members of the public and a local GP, before 
being taken to hospital in a neighbour's car “as there 
was no prospect of an ambulance turning up any time 
soon." 

She has now raised her concerns about NWAS with 
the health minister “as a matter of urgency." 

North West Ambulance Service (NWAS) said they 
received the initial call at 2.12pm, which was graded as

a ‘category three’ incident. 

Following a further call at 4.14pm, 
this was upgraded to a ‘category two’ 
incident. The ambulance was cancelled 
at 4.48pm. 

Ms Cooper said: “I have been com- 
plaining for some time about the 
failures of NWAS, and this is just the 
latest disaster. 

“When my office tried to raise the 
alarm to speed things up, the chief 
executive’s office just told us to call 999 
again. God knows if an ambulance was 
ever going to turn up! 

^| had to phone the North West Dir- 
ector for NHS England and 
Improvement, and I am grateful that a 
local GP was able to help this man. 

“But between that and him being 

taken to hospital with a nasty head 
wound by a neighbour, I am left wonder- 
ing if we are at the bottom of the barrel. 
Can the ‘Not Working Ambulance Service get any 
worse? It is failing my constituents! 

“I have raised this with the Secretary of State for 
Health as a matter of urgency. I have told the govern- 
ment time and time again that the service needs more 
resources and manpower. 

“We appear to be constantly living in ‘unprecedented 
times’ and told to expect and forgive poor service. But

‘SIGNIFICANT’ progress is being made on the 
new town centre for Skelmersdale says West 
Lancashire Council with buildings now trans- 
forming the site of the new ‘Tawd Valley 
Centre.’ 

The process of bringing in essential services will 
also begin this month with contractors diverting 
the water supply to the site and installing a six 
metre deep manhole for the highway drainage 
while 180 metres of retaining wall have also been 
constructed. 

Leader of West Lancashire Borough Council, Ian 
Moran, said: “This is fantastic news for 
Skelmersdale with real progress being made on the 
town centre plans. 

“Over the coming months I’m really looking for- 
ward to seeing the new town centre take shape. 

“The council will be working hard to keep up this 
momentum as we continue to move forward with 
the development.”

Major retail brands Lidl and B&M Bargains are 
already on board with stores opening in the spring, 
with talks with a third retailer in their later stages. 

The area adjacent to the retail park will be 
upgraded to include a “fantastic” new play area in 
Tawd Valley Park and a new high street will be 
provided to link West Lancashire College with the 
rest of the town centre. 


Improvements will also be 
made to the public areas outside 
Skelmersdale Library to make 
them more attractive spaces for 
residents to enjoy. 

The town centre redevelop- 
ment scheme is a partnership 
between the borough council 
and developer St Modwen and is 
supported by the Lancashire 
Local Enterprise Partnership and 
Growth Deal Funding. Construc- 
tion partners for the project are 
Caddick Construction. 

St Modwen, development dir- 
ector Alexander Jaque said: “It’s 
fantastic to see so much progress 
being made in the town centre. 

“As we continue with this signi- 
ficant build phase we will start 
to see a real transformation of 
the site, paving the way for the 
new retail and public spaces that the residents of 
Skelmersdale are so eagerly awaiting." 

Ian Threadgold, North West managing director of 
Caddick Construction added: “Caddick is delighted 
to be working on this scheme and residents will 
continue to see the development taking shape, 
with the new retailers opening their doors in the 
spring of 2022."

there is no longer anything unprecedented 
about this. We have known the service is on 
its knees for over a year and nothing has 
been done. 

“It is the duty of the Secretary of State and 
the Government to provide a responsive 
and reliable service. I hold them equally 
responsible for this disaster." 

A North West Ambulance Service spokes- 
person responded: *Our ambulance crews 
and emergency call handlers are working to 
ensure that everyone who needs an ambu- 
lance gets one. 

*However, we are extremely busy at the 
moment, handling just over 5,000 emer- 
gency calls per day. This means that, 
unfortunately, some patients, particularly 
those with non-life-threatening conditions, 
are waiting longer than we would like. 

*We hope the patient makes a full recov- 
ery and invite him to contact our patient 
safety team if he would like us to look into 
this further. We have also invited Ms Cooper 
to meet with our Chief Executive, Daren 
Mochrie, about the incident."

for failing to get his 
dog microchipped 


THE family of a 71-year-old 
woman who died following 
an accident on the M6 near 
Sandbach have paid a 
heartfelt tribute to her. 

Suzanne Taylor, from 
Burscough, died on Sunday, 
October 30 following a col- 
lision on the M6 motorway 
northbound lane between 
junctions 17 and 18. 

She had been a passenger 
in a Kia, which was 
involved with a collision 
with a Mercedes and a 
lorry. 

Suzanne's family said: 
*Suzanne was a devoted 
mum of three and nan to 
two grandchildren. 


*She will be greatly 
missed by all her family 
and friends who were priv- 
ileged enough to know 
her." 

Following the collision, a 
49-year-old woman from 
Lancashire was taken to 
hospital with serious injur- 
ies. 

Officers arrested a man on 
suspicion of causing death 
by dangerous driving and 
drug-driving. 

He has now been released 
under police investigation. 

The Stockport man was 
also arrested on suspicion 
of causing injury by danger- 
ous driving. 


A DOG owner has been handed a bill 
of £594 after being prosecuted for 
failing to get his dog microchipped 
and ensuring it was wearing a collar 
and tag in public. 

West Lancashire Borough Council took 
legal action against local resident Joel 
Maguire after his dog was found stray- 
ing and handed over to the council. 

The dog was not wearing a collar and 
tag and was not microchipped. 

Mr Maguire reclaimed his dog from the 
kennels and was served with a legal 
notice asking him to comply with legis- 
lation regarding the microchipping of 
dogs and to provide the Council with 
proof of microchipping. 

He failed to comply with the notice 
and was prosecuted for both that 
offence and not ensuring the dog was 


Ins a collar and tag while in pub- 
ic. 

He did not attend the hearing at Wigan 
Magistrates Court and was fined £200 
and ordered to pay £360 costs and a £34 
victim surcharge. 

Dog owners can face an unlimited fine 
if their dog is not wearing an identity 
disc in public. 

If they have more than one dog in pub- 
lic without identity discs, they can face 
separate fines for each dog. 

It is also a legal requirement for dogs 
to be microchipped and the owner's con- 
tact details kept up to date. 

Anyone failing to meet these require- 
ments can be served with a 21-day legal 
notice ordering them to comply. Failure 
to do so can result in prosecution and a 
fine of up to £500 per dog.

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Man tried to smuggle 
£2m of heroin into 
UK in his camper van 


His partner and children 
were in vehicle when it was 
stopped by border officers

A MAN from Ormskirk has been 
jailed for more than six years for 
attempting to smuggle heroin 
worth almost £2 million into the 
UK in his campervan. 

Michael Sloan, aged 42, became 
the subject of an investigation by 
the National Crime Agency after 
the drugs were found in his van at 
Dover Eastern Docks two days before Christ- 
mas 2019. 

Sloan was travelling with his partner and 
three children aged between one and six, and 
told Border Force officers who stopped him 
that the family had been on a trip to see the 
Christmas Market in Cologne, Germany. 


Some of the packages recovered 


packages of heroin were found in a conceal- 
ment which had been built in to a storage 
compartment at the rear. Almost 20 kilos was 
recovered. 

NCA forensic experts found that the heroin 
was between 44 and 59 per cent pure, and 
once adulterated and sold would have had a 
street value of £1.98 million. 


the concealment had been built 
into the van after Sloan had pur- 
chased it. 

On Monday, November 8 Sloan 
pleaded guilty to smuggling class 
A drugs at a hearing at Canter- 
bury Crown Court. The judge 
sentenced him to six years and 
four months in prison. 

NCA branch commander Mark 
Howes said: “This was a cynical 
attempt to bring dangerous class 
A drugs into the UK, which saw 
Sloan use his partner and young 
children as cover for his drug 

smuggling exploits. 

“Tve no doubt that the conceal- 
ment in the van was built specifically for the 
purpose of smuggling, and that Sloan 
thought that travelling with his family would 
make it less likely they would be stopped. 

"Heroin is closely linked to county lines 
type exploitation and violence, which is why 
we are working closely with partners like

Burscough Curves rail 
campaigners vow to fight 
on after funding setback

CAMPAIGNERS who want the Burscough 
Curves reopened have vowed not to give 
up the fight after the scheme was not 
included in the government's Restoring 
Your Railway funding programme. 

The Champion reported in March how 
Lancashire County Council, along with 
local MPs Rosie Cooper and Damien Moore 
was supporting a bid to the Department for 
Transport to push the business case for the 
Burscough Curves. 

The campaign was led by the Ormskirk, 
Preston and Southport Travellers' Associ- 
ation (OPSTA). 

If the Burscough Curves were reintro- 
duced it would reconnect the Southport to 
Manchester line with the Preston to Orm- 
skirk and Liverpool lines. 

This would open up two new rail routes 
for south and west Lancashire, and cam- 
paigners believe the better links between 
railway stations in Southport and Lan- 


cashire would provide economic benefits. 

The Curves were closed after the Beech- 
ing cuts in the 1960s. 

As part ofthe Restoring Your Railway pro- 
gramme 13 projects have been awarded up 
to £50,000 each to progress their plans to 
reinstate stations and restore lines. 

Projects awarded funding include: restor- 
ing the Don Valley Line between Sheffield 
and Stocksbridge in Yorkshire to regular 
passenger services; and reconnecting the 
Staffordshire town of Leek to the rail net- 
work with the Stoke-Leek line. 

Following the announcement, OPSTA 
chair Alan Fantom said: “It is very disap- 
pointing and hard to understand why the 
scheme is deemed unsuitable for the Restor- 
ing Your Railway Ideas Fund." 

He said the ‘inconsistencies with the eval- 
uation critique of our initial bid in an 
earlier round of funding applications is 
deeply concerning as it contains a number 
of unfounded comments that seem quite 
subjective." 

“For example the feedback states the pro- 
jected journey times by rail ‘seem 


optimistic when they compare with the 
existing service schedules between South- 
port and Burscough, and Burscough and 
Preston thus questioning our modelling of 
passenger take-up. 

"This bid simply sought £50,000 to sup- 
port further feasibility work and 
preparation of a formal business case. With 
most funding for this next stage committed 
to by Lancashire County Council, the 
greater significance is the lack of backing 
from central government and DfT.” 

West Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper added: 
“I am really disappointed by the Depart- 
ment for Transport's decision and don't 
agree with their reasoning or this out- 
come. 

"The proposal made a very persuasive 
case that the reinstatement of Burscough 
Curves would have huge benefits, not just 
for West Lancashire, but Southport, Pre- 
ston and the surrounding areas. 

“T will continue to work with the neigh- 


bouring MPs to make further 
representations to the Ministers. We are 
certainly not giving up!"

PLANS have been submitted to demol- 
ish and reuse unused agricultural 
buildings at Holly Fold Farm, Bicker- 
staffe to create nine homes and a 
‘wildlife tower’. 

The site, which is in the green belt and 
countryside, is to the north side of Holly 
Lane close to Rainford and Skelmersdale. 

The aim of the development is to create a 
development of nine “superior quality 
homes” in a ‘horse shoe’ set up, with a 
central ‘courtyard’ parking area and 


garden. Each home will have a space for 
safe, secure, convenient bin, cycle and 
other storage. 

There will be a ‘wildlife tower’ following 
ecological advice and it will house owls, 
other birds and bats. 

This is to be ‘discretely’ located so people 
cant access it. 

The planning statement for the develop- 
ment states the proposal, "is consistent 
with all the relevant development plan 
policies. 

It adds: “It will assist the council in 
boosting its housing supply at this uncer- 
tain time. It will deliver excellent quality 
family homes in a place where people wish 
to live." 

The aim is that biodiversity will be “pro- 
tected, diversified and improved" through 
the planting of new native trees, hedgerow 


and other planting, bird and bat boxes, 
and a bespoke ‘wildlife tower.’ 

It is hoped the project will help to sustain 
and create local construction jobs and 
deliver other economic benefits. 

The planning document for the applica- 
tion states residents of the new homes will 
spend their money in the local shops and 
local services, which will assist “in sustain- 
ing the vitality of local shopping centres.” 

The planning statement adds that the 
development makes “efficient use of 
unused land and buildings; respect for 
heritage, and local distinctiveness; provi- 
sion of excellent quality landscaping; 
preserving and enhancing the intrinsic 
beauty of the countryside; delivering biod- 
iversity gains; and helping to build the 
wider community of West Lancashire in a 
sustainable, balanced fashion.”

Research to be carried out 
at St Bede’s before it’s 
rolled out across country

FORMER England and Liverpool goalkeeper Chris 
Kirkland has teamed up with Edge Hill University 
and St Bede’s Catholic High School in Ormskirk to 
launch a mental health campaign for young 
people. 

Kirkland, 40, is using his experiences of battling 
depression to encourage boys and young men to open 
up about their mental health through a project called 
Make Talk Your Goal. 

The former shotstopper, who made 25 appearances 
for the Reds, has spoken openly about the mental 
health problems that plagued the final years of his 
career, which led to a brief stay at a rehabilitation 
centre in 2019. 

Chris has now teamed up with the University and 
the school in Ormskirk. 

The partnership will see a team of researchers from 
the University undertake a placement at St Bede’s to 
evaluate the impact of Make Talk Your Goal on its stu- 
dents, before it is rolled out to schools across the 
country. 

Chris said: “I started to struggle with my own men- 
tal health back in 2012, not long after I left Wigan 
Athletic to join Sheffield Wednesday. 

“I struggled to adjust to the change in my routine 
and travelling a lot. 

“At first, I didn’t realise that it was my mental health 
that was suffering because it just wasn’t something 
2M heard or spoke about much, especially in my 
world.

"So I kept it to myself and struggled for around five 
years and that was a really low time for me. 

“I decided that enough was enough, and after cov- 
ering it up for so long and trying to gloss over the 
issues, it reached a crisis point where there was no 
other option but to get help. That was the best 
decision I've ever made." 

Nolonger ashamed or embarrassed of his struggles, 
Chris hopes that by sharing his own harrowing story, 
he can encourage the next generation to speak out 
and seek help. 

Make Talk Your Goal will see leading speakers from 
the world of sport and the arts promote conversations 
around mental health among boys and young men. 

Chris added: “Make Talk Your Goal wants to reach 
out to young people, particularly young lads because 
we know that men often don't speak out as much as 
women, and make them feel comfortable to talk 
about their mental health. 

“We're using sports to make the sessions exciting for 
them and to get them socialising and exercising too, 
because exercise is fantastic outlet for stress relief."

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Land tax 
is needed 
to address 
wealth 
inequality 


The recent budget was a missed oppor- 
tunity for a tax reform which would 
raise revenue whilst effectively address- 
ing the big issues in the economy. 

But that is not surprising, given Tories 
propensity to protect wealthy vested 
interests. 

The value of land now accounts for 
51% of net wealth in the UK. 

That wealth is entirely unearned; land 
values are not created by the owner, but 
by the community as a whole, not least 
the taxpayer. 

All policies to increase general 
prosperity, all public investment in 
infrastructure, and all grants to help 
home buyers, increase the competition 
for land, raise its price, and result in a 
transfer of wealth to landowners. 

Yet there is no attempt to tax land val- 
ues! 

There was no mention in the budget, 
nor in the response to the budget. 

Meanwhile, the Council Tax, which is 
a heavy burden on low income groups, 
increases each year. 

Residents of the most expensive prop- 
erties in the UK, even those valued over 
£10million, pay barely more than the 
lowest value properties in Sefton, val- 
ued less than £40,000. (£1,665 for 
Band H in the London Borough of West- 
minster, against £1,388 for Band A in 
Sefton) 

The most effective way to tackle 
inequality, improve public finances, 
incentivise urban regeneration, stimu- 
late house building, and conserve the 
green belt, is to introduce a land value 
tax (LVT) to replace Council Tax, Busi- 
ness Rates and possibly other taxes.

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Check if you 
are eligible for 
Pension Credit 


The UK has never paid our pensioners more. 

Around 1.5 million pensioners across Great Britain do 
receive the extra help from Pension Credit - a top up to 
their retirement incomes, which crucially offers a 
springboard to a variety of other bits of financial sup- 
port, like a free TV licence, housing support, and more. 

But here is the problem. 

There are still hundreds of thousands of pensioners 
who might be eligible for Pension Credit but simply are 
not claiming. 

They are missing out on this extra boost, which last 
year was worth, on average, around £64 a week. 

That’s why the Department for Work and Pensions 
recently teamed up with Age UK and the BBC to 
redouble our efforts to raise awareness of Pension 
Credit, helping people understand how to apply, what 
they are eligible for, and what other benefits they can 
expect — such as a free TV licence for those over 75. 

Pensioners whose income is below £177.10 (for indi- 
viduals) or £270.30 (for couples) per week may be 
eligible to receive Pension Credit. 

And if your income is higher, you might still be eligible 
for Pension Credit if you have a disability, you care for 
someone, or you have particular housing costs. 

Anyone can use the Department for Work and Pen- 
sion’s free online Pension Credit calculator to check 
eligibility and get an estimate of what they might 
receive. 

If the calculator shows you might be entitled, or even 
if you aren't sure, then I strongly urge you to make a 
claim - this can be easily done online. 

Or you can call the DWP Pension Credit Freephone 
claim line on 0800 99 1234, or apply by post. Organisa- 
tions such as Age UK or your local Citizens Advice 
Bureau can also help you to claim. 

So, please, if you have a relative or are caring for 
someone help them make a claim. 

Even a small amount of Pension Credit can open the 
door to a wealth of other support including a free TV 
licence, help with council tax, housing benefit, NHS 
dental treatment and the Warm Home Discount.

LANCASHIRE County Council and

Department for Education (DfE) NC 


and NHS England on the progress 
they have made in improving and 
delivering outcomes for children 
and young people with special 
educational needs and disabilities 
(SEND). 

In 2017, an inspection of Lancashire SEND ser- 
vices by Ofsted and the Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) found that there were 12 areas of signific- 
ant weakness to be addressed. 

In March 2020, a revisit found that Lancashire 
County Council and health services in Lancashire 
had made sufficient progress on seven of those 
weaknesses. The remaining areas were: 

@ Continue improving leaders’ accurate under- 
standing of the local area 

@ Further address weak joint commissioning 
arrangements 

@ Improve waiting times for autism spectrum 
disorders (ASD) across the whole area 

@ Address the poor transition arrangements in 
0 to 25 healthcare services 

€ Improve the quality of information and 
accessibility of the local offer 

On September 29 2021, a 12-month progress 
review took place with the DfE and NHS England 
to review the progress made, which found that 
both the county council and partnering health 
services demonstrated sufficient clear and sus- 
tained progress in all five areas.

ARE you the sort inclined to 
abandon shopping trollies in the 
Leeds and Liverpool Canal? Then 
this week’s column probably isn’t 
for you. 

Equally, if you're the sort of moronic 
miscreant who tags bus stops, urinates in 
alleyways and then rides home on mountain 
bikes you haven't paid for, then nothing to 
see here. On the other hand, if you work for 
Merseyside Police or Lancashire Constabulary 
you might want to read on, to head up any 
phone calls you might be getting from owners 
of electric cars in a few months time. 

There are plenty of them right now (electric 
car owners that is, not moronic miscreants). 
The latest figures from the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders show that figures 
for sales figures for new zero emissions 
offerings are higher than the previous ten 
years put together. In the same week, Volvos 
reported that for the first time that more than 
quarter of the vehicles it's selling are electric. 

Kia, meanwhile, has just risen to the top of 
the UKS electric car sales charts, and it's sent 
its svelte new EV6 off on a 1,200 mile tour 
of Scotland, kicking off at the UN's climate 
change conference in Glasgow, to celebrate. 
Kia isnt the only one calling in at COP26, 
either; a company called ZipCharge have used 
the green-focused conference to launch what it 
hopes is a game-changer for would-be electric 
owners who don't have access to wall-mounted 
chargers. Ever used one of those nifty power 
packs to charge your mobile phone when

the go. 

For £49 a month - you can buy it outright, 
but ZipCharge reckon the vast majority of 
takers will be going for it on subscription - 
you get a box that's roughly the same size as 
sack of spuds, which lives in your boot. When 
you need it you can take it out, hook the cable 
up to your electric car, set everything up with 
an app on your smartphone and, 30 minutes to 
an hour later, you've got 20-ish miles of juice to 
get you going. 

Think of it as a sort of jerrycan for the 
electric age and it makes absolute sense. I've 
been to loads of hotels that rely on a single 
charging point, and theres almost always 
some smug prat in a BMW i3 whos parked up 
there first. For those situations - or if you're 
camping somewhere remote, for instance - the 
ZipCharge is ideal. 

Just so long as you keep an eye on it, that 
is. ZipCharge will sell you insurance for its 
charger, which is probably a good thing, 
because I'm prepared to bet that therell be a 
day when it’s too cold and rainy to keep an eye 
on it for 30 minutes straight and you go back 
inside for a cuppa. Or you need the loo. When 
that happens, theres a fair chance that some 
yobbish oik will almost certainly have nabbed 
it by the time you get back. Perhaps I'm bitter 
because I had a mountain bike nicked once, 
but I can just see it happening if you leave a 
pricey box of tricks by the side of the road. 

Obviously, I don't want to condone this sort 
ofthing happening, so I can only hope that the 
ZipCharge has some hidden security setting 
that sends all of the electricity you intended 
to go into your VW ID3 straight up the 
thief's fingertips instead, and then uses its last 
remaining charge to ring the police. 

However, it's probably cheaper - and more 
legal - to keep an eye on it instead.

The History of the Christmas Tree 


When you think of Christmas, one of the first images 
to spring to mind is a Christmas tree, covered in festive 
decorations, lights and tinsel. Many people think it 
started with the Victorians. Queen Victoria and her 
husband Prince Albert were known to be big fans of 
Christmas. However it dates back further than that. 
It originally came from Germany, where Prince Albert 
was actually born, and was introduced to England 
during the Georgian period, when King George III 
was on the throne. He had a German wife called 
Charlotte, who is it thought used to decorate a tree 
for her family in the

Christmas Crackers 


In the late 1840's, almost by accident, London Sweet- 
maker Tom Smith invented the cracker. It was a simple 
idea inspired by traditional, paper wrapped French 
bonbons. These were included, along with mottos 

or riddles but initially sales were slow and it wasn't 
until he found a way to make them ‘crack’ when they 
were pulled apart that sales really began to take off. 
Hats and other novelty gifts were later added and the 
tradition continues today, over 170 years later. 


Christmas Pudding 


Christmas pudding originated as a 14th century 
porridge called ‘frumenty’ that was made of beef and 
mutton, along with raisins, currants, prunes, wines 
and spices. More of asoup, it was eaten as a fasting 
meal in preparation for the Christmas festivities. By 
the late 1500’s, Frumenty was slowly changing to a 
plum pudding having been thickened with eggs, dried 
fruits and alcohol. It became the customary Christmas 
dessert around 1650 but in 1664 was banned by the 
Puritans as a bad custom. 

King George | re established it in 1714 as part of 

the Christmas meal having tasted and enjoyed Plum 
Pudding. By the Victorian times, Christmas puddings 
had changed again into something similar to the ones 
served up and enjoyed today.
